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A COMPARATIVE GRADUATE PROFILE FOR 
MIAMI -DADE COMMUNITY COLLEGE 
1982-83 AND 1983-84 



Part I: Completion Trends * 

The term "completions" throughout this report is used to 
define degree awards and certificates. Where an occasional departure 
from the definition occurs, the differentiation will be noted. The 
Graduate Profile now contains data that are reported to the State on 
the basis of a report year which begins with the Spring/Summer 1982-83 
Terms and Fall/Winter 1983-84 Terms. For purposes of comparison across 
years, a 1982-83 Report Year was constructed from past Graduate Pro- 
files to include Spring/Summer 1981-82 and Fall/Winter 1982-83. For 
some of the tables, however, comparisons by report year will begin in 
1984-85. 

Table 1 shows frequencies and percentages of completions by 
term and campus. College-wide, there were 5,511 completions in 
1983-84. Completions declined by an absolute number of 1,157 (17.4%) 
over the previous report year. With few except ior- this decrease in 
number of completions was constant across terms anu across campuses. 
South Campus had 44.8% of College-wide completions while 32.8% of 
completions occurred on North Campus. 

Table 2 presents a comparison of unduplicated graduate head 
count to total completions awarded. Only in this Table are graduates 
shown. The actual number of persons graduating in the 1983-84 Report 
Year equals 5,316. However, there were 5,511 completions. Within the 
completion category are persons who achieved more than one award. 
Thus, there were 195 (3.5%) awards beyond the number of persons grad- 
uating. While South Campus graduated the greatest number of students, 
North Campus had the greatest number of multiple completions. Pro- 
portionately, Medical Center Campus had the highest percentage of 
multiple completions. 
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Tables 3 through 7 contain completions by certification type 
by actual tens of completion. The College-wide total (Table 3) for the 
1982-83 Report Year is 6,264. This figure represents the actual 
number of completions and varies from tje College-wide total (Table 1) 
of 6,668 for the same Report Year. This variance is due to graduation 
postings, which is the flagging of completions when applications for 
awards are posted to the files. (Award qualifiers may not have applied 
for the award in the term in which they were eligible) . 

An examination of the 1984-85 Spring/ Summer data revealed a 
trend of decreasing A. A. degrees in the short terms. However, A. A. 
degree completions are increasing in the Fall Term. For all campuses, 
this pattern of declining Winter and Spring/Summer completions and 
increasing Fall completions holds true with regard to the A. A. certif- 
ication (Tables 4,5,6). 

When proportions of Associate in Arts to Associate in Science 
completions are compared, the North Campus (Table 4) data are similar 
to College-Wide data (75% A.A.). South Campus (Table 5) and Wolf son 
Campus (Table 6) are even more heavily oriented toward Associate in 
Arts degree completions (92.3% and 86.2% respectively). Medical Center 
Campus (Table 7) has traditionally been an occupation oriented campus. 
In the 1983-84 Report Year, Associate in Science completion proportions 
rose to an all time high of 72,6% on this campus.

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Part II: Demographic Trends and Miscellaneous 

Student Factors 



Part II (Tables 8-26) consists of two broad categories of 
data, demographic trends and miscellaneous student factors. Included 
in the demographic data are such elements as citizenship, residency, 
year and term of first admission, gender, ethnicity, and age. Table 8 
shows data on citizenship status. Sir.ty-six percent of all completions 
were awarded to United States citizens. Immigrant aliens* comprise 
nearly 24% of the 1983-84 Report Year completions. The data for 
Non- Immigrant Aliens are those for students on visas. All told, 31.6% 
of the completions during the 1983-84 Report were awarded to non United 
States citizens. 

Table 9 shows completions by residency. Approximately 88% of 
Miami-Dade Community College completions were awarded to Dade County 
residents. This percentage includes the Other category of Miami -Dade 
Community College employees/dependents and Dade County Public School 
employees. The remaining completions fall mainly in the Out-of -Country 
category (8.0%). 

Tables 10-14 deal with completions by year and term of first 
admission to Miami-Dade Community- College. College-wide, the modal 
number of years to graduate is three (28.6%). North and South (Tables 
11 and 12) modal years to graduate correspond to the College-wide mode. 
The mode for number of years to graduate on both Wolfson and Medical 
Center Campuses (Tables 13 and 14) is four. Within five years of first 
admission, more than 80% of the graduates completed their education. 
It is interesting to note that eleven persons who were first admitted 
twenty-two or more years ago to Miami-Dade Community College completed 
their education in the 1983-84 Report Year. 

Completions with regard to gender and certification type 
comprise Tables 15-19. Among receivers of A. A. degrees College-wide 
(Table 15)., the ratio of males to females is 4:5. However, in looking

at gender ratios regardless of certification type, the total college 
ratio is 4 sales to 6 fesales. This means that a greater proportion of 
females than sales are receiving occupational awards also. North 
Campus (Table 16) data indicate that percentages of male and female 
completions for the Associate in nrts Degree (73%: 75%) and Associate in 
Science Degrees (51%: 49%) are nearly equal. On South Campus (Table 
17), nearly 93% of the males received the A. A. degree as compared to 
86% of females for the same degree. Wolf son Campus (Table 18) in this 
regard, mirrors College-wide data. Unique to Medical Center Campus 
(Table 19) is the one male to five females ratio. Degree types on this 
campus generally reflect these proportions. 

Tables 20-24 concern completions by ethnic categories and 
certification type. Within ethnic groups, more than 80% of Hispanics 
obtained the transfer degree as opposed to other types of certification 
College-wide (Table 20). Approximately 70% of both White Non-Hispanic 
and Black Non-Hispanic received the A. A. degree. On North Campus 
(Table 21), the proportion of transfer to career certifications across 
all ethnic groups was, generally, similar (74%, 20% respectively). 
South Campus (Table 22) completions were predominantly A. A. degrees 
among the major ethnic groups (Black Non-Hispanic 85.6%, White 
Non-Hispanic 86.3%, Hispanic 90.5%). Across ethnic categories on 
Wolf son Campus (Table 23), 65.6% of the completion population were 
Hispanics and of these 87.4% selected the transfer degree. Among all 
other ethnic groups, A. A. completions were roughly 73% of the 
certification types. For the White Non-Hispanic on Medical Center 
Campus (Table 24), 80% of them received the A.S. degree. Nearly 69% of 
Black Non-Hispanics received the A.S. degree and more than 62% of the 
• Hispanic completions were in that degree. 

Table 25 presents completions by age at date of graduation. 
College-wide, the mean age at graduation was 24.62. Though the modal 
age is 20, this mode represents merely 19.2% of the completions. The 
configuration of the age categories is best described as irregularly 
rectangular with most crests but a few percentage points apart. South

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Campus continues to have the lowest mean age (23.08) and Medical Center 
Campus is constant in having the highest mean age (28.0). 

Miscellaneous student factors is the topic of Table 26. 
College-wide, mean hours earned is 75.83 and met* hours attempted is 
74.86. The mean hours earned exceeding the mean hours attempted may be 
attributed to credits earned by examination which accrue to hours 
earned. South Campus had the lowest mean hours earned (70.21) and 
Medical Center Campus had the highest mean hours earned (101.36). 
The upper extreme on Medical Center Campus is probably due to a com- 
bination of greater credit hour requirements as well as credit accum- 
ulaticus by students while they await limited access programs. 

* 

The mean grade point average is slightly less than a "B" for 
three campuses and College-wide. Calculated into the mean are grades 
from developmental and ESL courses. A final factor in this table 
entails Academic Terms Completed. The College-wide mean of 10.83 
indicates that nearly eleven semesters, on the average, were needed to 
complete certification requirements. The semesters may not be consec- 
utive. Because 60% of Miami-Dade Community College students are 
part-time scholars and because part-timers may "stop in and out," the 
mean terms are perceived with these considerations in mind and can not 
be equated with years. Recall that 80% of those who graduate complete 
award requirements within five years of initial enrollment.

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Summary 

The 1983-84 Graduate Profile is based upon graduation data 
sent to the State. These State data are now reported by Spring/Summer 
of the previous acadeaic year (1982-83) and the Fall/Winter of the 
succeeding academic year (1983-84 in this case). For this new 
configuration, these tern changes coaprise< a Report Year. Comparisons 
across years were made wherever meaningful data could be extracted. 
For some tables, across year comparisons will occur in the 1984-85 
report . 

College-wide, there were 5,511 completions. This consti- 
tutes a drop of 1,157 (17.4%) across the comparison year. The decline 
occurred across terms and campuses, for the most part. Of these 
completions, 195 (3.5%) of them were multiple completions. There 
appears to be a trend toward declining Sp r ing/Summer/Wintet completions 
but increasing Fall completions with respect to the Associate in Arts 
degree. This pattern is partially explained by the anticipation of the 
necessity for CLAST preparation. 

As a whole, 75% of completions were in the Associate in Arts 
degree. South Campus had the highest proportion, among campuses, of 
this award (92.3%). Medical Center Campus has been historically, an 
Associate in Science degree campus. It had an all time high in the 
1983-84 Report Year of 72.6% A.S. completions. 

Regarding demographics, 66% of completions were awarded to 
United States citizens and 88% to Dade County residents. Within five 
years of first admission, more than 80% of graduates finished their 
award requirements. The College-Wide ratio of males to females is 4:6. 
South Campus had not only the highest proportion of Associate in Arts 
degrees (92.3%) but the highest proportion of males (92.8%) who were 
awarded the A. A. degree as compared to the A.S. degree. Medical Center 
Campus, on the other hand, is in direct contrast to South Campus with 
72.6% Associate in Science degrees and 84.0% females among recipients 
of this degree. Within ethnic groups College-wide, 80% of Hispanics 
who graduated received the A. A. degree in comparison to approximately 
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70% of White Non-Hispanics and Black Non-Hi spani cs . 



Medical Center Campus has a nuaber of unique characteristics 
in its graduate data, several of which were already aetttioned. Adding 
to it, is the 80% A.S. certification aaong white Non-Hispanics. 
College-wide, the mean age at graduation was 24.62. South Caapus, 
repestedly, has the lowest *ean age (23.08) while the oldest aean age 
has been a stable factor at Medical Center Canpus (28.0 for the 1983-84 
Report Year). 

The aean of credits earned College-wide is 75.83. This 
statistic ranges froa a low at South Caapus (70.21) to a high at 
Medical Center Caapus (101.36). Aaong three caapuses the Bean grade is 
just short of a "B". The Bean nuaber of terms to graduate is 10.83, 
however aany seaester hours and extended years these terns aay take.
